would be replaced as Soviet Ambassedor in Paris, His recall is said to be 
dus to the fact that he has shown too much personal initiative and has not 
kept Moscow aufficiently well informed, particularly in regard to the pre- 
liminary negotiations between the French and Britieh concerning the Frenohe 
British past.
